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Commissioner for Patents 

Response filed on 09/15/2003 is non-responsive. Applicant acknowledges that all pending claims are newly submitte, but argues that 
these claims are all directed to statutory subject matter and are related to the original claim. The issue however, is not patentability of 
the new claims but their patentability distinctness from the invention originally claimed. Where inventions are related as disclosed but 
are distinct as claimed, restriction may be proper. (MPEP 806). Examiner maintains that the initial and new claims are related as 
independent methods or patentably distinct which are either not disclosed as capable of use together, or have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects. (MPEP 806.04, MPEP 808.01). Since applicant has received an action on the merits 
for the originally presented invention, this originally presented invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. 

Since the response appears to be bona fide, but through an apparent oversight or inadvertence failed to provide a complete 
response, applicant is required to complete the response within a time limit of one (1) month from the date of this letter.
